wife, said she had been takin g 
strychn in e tablets for her heart, 
was the testimon y of Dr. W alter 
M. Rowlan d , Con n ersville n erve 
d octor, at this 
m orn in g’s trial 
session . 
Dr. Rowlan d ’s ad ven t to the 
scan d followed a lon g succession 
of witn esses who testified th a t 
Kolb’s 
reputation 
wa's 
good , 
Jud ge Van Duyn rulin g th a t the 
n um ber of character witn esses 
should be limited to twen ty-five. 
The Con n ersville n erve d oc­ 
tor, who specializes in baths an d 
electrical 
treatm en ts, 
testified 
th a t Kolb an d his secon d wifi' 
came to his office February 
2, 
1927, an d th a t Mrs. ivoio then 
took the first of a series of 
treatm en ts for n ervousn ess an d 
h e art trouble. On the fifth tre a t­ 
men t, February 23, Dr. Rowlan d 
testified th a t Mrs. Kolb suffered ! 
a severe fain tin g spell an d th a t 
it was n eecssary to use artificial 
m ean s to brin g her back to re­ 
covery. 
At this time Dr. Rowlan d said 
th a t he accused Mrs. Koib of 
takin g e th e r’ med icin es in ad d i­ 
tion to his treatm en ts but th a t 
she d en ied this. Durin g an other 
treatm en t, Mrs. Kolb had a n ­ 
other an d more d an gerous sin k­ 
in g spell ,the d octor d eclared , 
an d he said th a t he again ac­ 
cused her of takin g other m ed i­ 
cin es. 
-« She said th a t she had been 
tak.n g 
strychn in e 
tablets 
for 
hei heart an d I told her n ot to 
come back for more treatm en ts 
if she wen t on with those ta b ­ 
lets," the Con n ersville m an tes­ 
tified . 
This occurred on M arch 1 an d 
Maggie Kolb came for an other 
treatm en t on March 9, Dr. Row­ 
lan d stated . This time she had 
a spell which n early resulted in 
her d eath, said the d octor, who 
said that he told her n ever to 
come back for an y more tre a t­ 
men ts. 
On cross-examin ation it was 
revealed th a t Dr. Rowlan d was 
grad uated from the School of 
Drugless Physician s at In d ia n ­ 
apolis, n ow d iscon tin ued by the 
state law. 
The state brought 
out th a t this school was called 
a few years ago "The Diploma 
Mill’’ as the result of an in vesti­ 
gation con cern in g the issuan ce 
of d iplomas there. 
The 
state 
also 
bqre 
d own 
heavily on the fact th a t Mrs. 
Kolb had had five of Dr. Row­ 
la n d ’s 
treatm en ts 
before 
she 
suffered these severe spells in 
his office an d th a t she suffered 
three attacks while takin g the 
treatm en ts. 
The d efen d an t also built up a 
wall of good reputation for the 
d efen d an t by a n um ber of well 
kn own resid en ts of the Mays 
commun ity. The character wit­ 
n esses called by the d efen se this

Mrs. Ora Siler of n ear C ar­ 
thage stated th a t she was at the 
resid en ce of Mrs. Eva Offutt of 
Rushville on the even in g of the 
d ay Ed n a Kolb d ied there an d 
th a t she heard Mrs. Rema Mc­ 
Gin n is, 
sister o f Ed n a 
Kolb, 
say : "Ed n a said she n ever clo sed 


her eyes last n ight but I n ever 
d ream ed she’d d o an ythin g like 
this." 
The state rested its case Mon ­ 
d ay aftern oon shortly after four 
o’clock. Dr. R. N. Karger of In -

chemist,

the vital organ s of Kolb’s se > 
on d an d third wives were sen t 
for an alysis, was on the stan d 
most of the d ay for the state. 
The d efen se 
main ly d irected 
their efforts this morn in g, how ­ 
ever, to show th a t Maggie Kolb 
was n ot in good health an d th a t 
she occasion ally wen t in to vio­ 
len t tan trum s. Upon cross-exam - 
n ation the state coun tered with 
brin gin g 
out th a t these * spells 
had gen erally 
occurred 
after 
Maggie’s m arriage to the 
d z- 
fen d an t. 
Jam es Dalrymple 
an d 
John 
Hen shaw of Kn ightstown 
an d 
Marshall Wiggin s, the law offi­ 
cer 
there, 
related 
tan trum s 
which Maggie Kolb had suffered 
while the Kolbs were livin g in 
th a t city. 
Will Fen tress of Dun reith, pro­ 
prietor of a swimmin g pool at

seen an y misbehavior on the part 
of Kolb there. Cross-examin ation 
brought out th a t Kolb own s two 
shares of stock in this pool. 
A. R. Han es of Cen ter tow n ­ 
ship, Rush coun ty, stated th at 
Maggie Kolb h ad told him th a t 
she -had heart trouble an d kept 
tablets by her all the time."

Dr. Harger. on e of the best 
witn esses to appear so far in the 
trial, gave a short talk con cern ­ 
in g strychn in e, d eclarin g th a t a 
min imum fatal d ose was on e- 
half grain an d th a t the average 
fatal d ose was on e to on e an d a 
half grain s. W hen asked , he com­ 
men ted upon the availability of 
strychn in e, statin g that 
there 
were n o restriction s on its sale 
in In d ian a an d th a t he himself 
had purchased a small bottle of 
it th a t d ay in Green field . 
The 
state’s attem pt to have this bot­ 
tle passed to the jury as evi­ 
d en ce was overruled by Jud ge 
Van Duyn , as was an effort to 
have Dr. Karger reprod uce the 
“fad in g purple” experimen t for 
d etectin g strychn in e. 
A strychn in e patien t is usual­ 
ly ration al d urin g an d between 
con vulsion s, 
accord in g 
to 
the 
witn ess, who further said that 
practically all organ s 
of 
the 
bod y would con tain some strych­ 
n in e after the poison had been 
through the stomach. 
Again st d efen se objection s. Dr. 
Harger summed ur> the am oun t 
of this poison which he said he 
had d iscovered in the stomach, 
liver an d kid n eys of Kolb’s sec­ 
on d an d third wives. 
The a n ­ 
alysis revealed .51 grain in E 1- 
n a Kolb's organ s, the witn ess 
said , an d .715 grain in the or­ 
gan s of Maggie Kolb. 
Symptoms of strychn in e poi­ 
son in g are d elayed if food has 
been taken in to the stomach, Dr 
Harger said , an d the time of ef­ 
fect also d epen d s upon the con - 
lilion of the person ’s stomach 
on d the form in which the poi­ 
son is taken . He also ad d ed th at 
f taken in capsule form, strych­ 
n in e would n ot act as quickly as 
if taken in a free state. 
A len gthy cross-examin ation 
was con d ucted by John H. Kip- 
lin ger, chief of the d efen se legal 
staff. Kiplin ger en d eavorin g tc 
prove that Dr. Harger was n ot 
an in fallible witn ess bv brin g- L 
;n g out th a t in an an alysis re­ 
port mad e by him he wron gful­ 
ly gave the m on th as “Septem ­ 
ber” when it should have been 
“ Octo ber.^ 
A d etáiled d iscusió n 
en sued 
when the d efen se tried to brin g 
out th a t other poison s an d d is­ 
eases cause practically the same 
symptoms as strychn in e. 
The 
witn ess stated th a t a few poi­ 
son s or d iseases prod uce similar 
reaction s but emphasized 
th at 
n on e was id en tical.

Defense Witness Says Sister of

Maggie Rhodes 
Kolb, 


second wife of George Kolb of 
Rush county who is being tried 
here for murdering his third 
wife, said she had been taking 
strychnine tablets for her heart, 
was the testimony of Dr. Walter 
M. Rowland. Connersville nerve 
doctor, at this morning's trial 
session. 
Dr. Rowland's advent to the 
stand followed a long succession 
of witnesses who testified that 
Kolb's reputation 
wds good, 


Judge VanDuyn ruling that the 
number of character witnesses 
should be limited to twenty-five. 


The Connersville nerve doc- 


tor, who specializes in baths and 
electrical 
treatments, testified 
that Kolb and his second wif" 
came to his office February 2, 
1927, and thai Mrs. Koio then 
took the first of a series of 
treatments for nervousness and 
heart trouble. On the fifth treat- 
ment, February 23, Dr. Rowland 
testified that Mrs. Kolb suffered 
a severe fainting spell and that 
it was necessary to use artificial 
means to bring her back to re- 
covery. 


At this time Dr. Rowland said 


that he accused Mrs. Kolb of 
taking other' medicines in addi- 
tion to his treatments but that 
she denied this. During another 
treatment, Mrs. Kolb had an- 
other and more dangerous sink- 
ing spall ,the doctor declared, 
and he said that he again ac- 
cused her of taking other medi- 
cines. 


-She said that she had been 


taking strychnine tablets for 
hei? heart and I told her not to 
come back for more treatments 
if she went on with those tab- 
lets," the Connersville man tes- 
tified. 


This occurred on March 1 and 


Maggie Kolb came for another 
treatment on March 9, Dr. Row- 
land stated. This time she had 
a spell which nearly resulted in 
her death, said the doctor, who 
said that he told her never to 
come back for any more treat- 
ments. 


On cross-examination it was 


revealed that Dr. Rowland was 
graduated from the School of 
Drugless Physicians at Indian- 
apolis, now discontinued by the 
state law. The state brought 
out that this school was called 
a few years ago "The Diploma 
Mill" as the result of an investi- 
gation concerning the issuance 
of diplomas there. 


The state also bare down 


heavily on the fact that Mrs. 
Koib had had five of Dr. Row- 
land's treatments 
before she 


suffered these severe spells in 
his office and that she suffered 
three attacks while taking the 
treatments. 


The defendant also built vp a 


wall of good reputation for the 
defendant by a number of well 
known residents of the May& 
community. The character wit- 
nesses called by the defense this 
morning included Walter Bitner, 
Albert Bitner, Victor Truitt, 
Charles E. Flora of near Con-

session onened with Dr. Harger 
still on the stand. He replied to 
Paul Benson, who conducted the 
Questioning for .the state, that a. 
Number 2 capsule, such as the 
state claims was used by Kolb 
in giving strychnine to his third 
wifte. would hold about three 
groins of strychnine. 


Dr. Harger, one of the best \ 


witnesses to appear so far in the 
trial, gave a short talk concern- 
ing strychnine, declaring that a 
minimum fatal dose was one- 
half grain and that the average 
fatal dose was one to one and a 
half grains. When asked, he com- 
mented upon the availability of 
strychnine, stating that there 
were no restrictions on its sale 
in Indiana and that he himself 
had purchased a small bottle of 
it that day in Greenfield. The 
state's attempt to have this bot- 
tle passed to the jury as evi- 
dence was overruled by Judge 
VanDuyn, as was an effort to 
have Dr. Karger reproduce the 
"fading purple" experiment for 
detecting strychnine. 


A strychnine patient is usual- 


ly rational during and between 
convulsions, according to the 
witness, who further said that 
nractically all organs of the 
body would contain some strych- 
nine after the poison had been 
through the stomach. 


Against defense objections. Dr. 


Harger summed up the amount 
of this poison which he said he 
had discovered in the stomach, 
liver and kidneys of Kolb's sec- 
ond and third wives. The an- 
alysis revealed .51 grain in El- 
na Kolb's organs, the witness 
said, and .715 grain in the or- 
gans of Maggie Kolb. 


Symptoms of strychnine pci- 


soning are delayed if food has 
been taken into the stomach. Dr. 
Harger said, and the time of ef- 
fect also depends upon the con- 
dition of the person's stomach 
and the form in which the poi- 
son is taken. He also added that 
>f taken in capsule form, strych- 
nine would not act as quickly as 
if taken in-a free state.

At a meeting last week the 


fair officials adopted a resolu- 
tion calling for abandonment of 
the fair unless the complaint's 
were withdrawn and endorse- 
ments given in their stead. Ab- 
sence of any repetition of the 
complaints together with unani- 
mous endorsement of the large 
crowd present at the meeting 
last night, however, led the di- 
rectors to a decision to contin- 
ue with plans for the event.

Kappa and Psi Iota Xi sor- 
orities. Rush Post American Le- 
gion and the local American Le- 
gion auxiliary. 


The Rev. Gibson Wilson, pas- 


tor of the local First Presbyter- 
ian church, attended the meet- 
ing and in a short talk urged 
the continuance of the fair, 
which he said, "does so much 
pood that it should go on." "I'm 
not a detective nor a police- 
man," he said, -and in attending 
the fair in past years I have 
aimed to avoid those features 
which I do not care for."

BEFORE GRAND JURY 


Chicago, July -14— (ff\ —The 


county grand jury determined 
today to shoulder the burden of 
sifting the truth from the rising 
pyramid.of reports hinting at 
alliances of gangsters, politici- 
ans and newspapermen. 


One of its first acts was ex- 


pected to be summoning of Har- 
ry T. Brundidge, St. Louis Star 
reporter, whose correspondence 
to his newspaper has intimated 
that Alfred Lingle, the slain 
Tribune reporter, was not the 
only Chicago newspaper man 
using his position for personal 
gain through underwrold affilia- 
tions. 


The active intervention of the 


grand jury was begun at the 
suggestion of Denis J. Normoyle, 
chief justice of the Criminal 
court. 


"I deem it my duty to sug- 


gest," Judge Normoyle told jur- 
ors, "that you call such wit- 
nesses as you want to hear, ir- 
respective of whether they may 
be advised by the state's attor- 
ney's office before they come to 
you." 


The 
calling 
of Brundidge 


hitherto had reached an impas- 
se, with State's Attorney John A. 
Swanson refusing to introduce 
him to the grand jury without 
first hearing his story, and 
Brundidge declining to submit 
to examination by the prosecu- 
tor. The St. Louis Star today 
agreed to produce Brundidge 
upon "proper request" by the 
grand jury.

A CHEAP, SHABBY TRICK 


Politics in this country can be pretty cheap 


and shabby, sometimes; but the grand prize for- 
cheapness and shabbiness seems to go to that 
political faction in Nebraska which dug up an 
obscure grocer to run against Senator George W. 
Wbrris in the forthcoming republican primary. 


Senator Norris has been a stormy petrel of 


politics for years. He has never been on good 
terms with the "machine," and in 1928 he capped 
a long record of insurgency by coming out boldly 
for Alfred E. Smith. Naturally, the party leaders 
to Nebraska would like to retire him in private 
life. 


Now there are plenty cf valid reasons for voting 


against Senator Norris. In a great many ways 
the man is more radical than the temper of his 
times approves. You may quite honestly differ 
with him on certain public issues, and you may 
quite honestly work for his defeat. That is all 
right. 


But here is what they are doing in Nebraska. 
In the town of Broken Bow they have found a 


grocer whose name happens to be George W. Nor- 
ris — the same as the senator's. They have in- 
duced this grocer to become a candidate for the 


senatorial nomination in the republican primary. 


Under the Nebraska law, no distinguishing 


mark can be put on any candidate's name on the 
ballot. The voters at the coming primary will 
have two George W. Norrises on their ballot, and 
there will be absolutely nothing to tell them 
which one is the famous senator and which one 
is the obscure grocer from Broken Bow. 


Naturally, Senator Norris' vote stands to be 


split. He himself says that he will be defeated 
unless the other George W. Norris is kept off the 
ballot. The party machine, unable to beat him 
by ordinary means, is resorting to a trick to beat 
him — one of the cheapest tricks in political 
history. 


Let it be repeated — there are plenty of rea- 


sons why an intelligent man could vote against 
Senator Norris. That isn't the point at issue. 
The point is that the man stands to be beaten, 
not on his record, and not because his constitu- 
ents are displeased with his record, but by virtue 
of a shabby, dirty bit of chanery that is almost 
beneath contempt.
